DETROIT. Midi., Ort. 26—Using flat 
cars. Arm's palace horse cars, box cars 
and any other sort of a freight car 
witn a 6-foot door, m anufacturers of 
motor vehicles in Detroit and other 
cities are attempting to m eet the seri­ 
ous shortage of freight cars suitable 
for transportation of motor vehicles, 
and they are finding it a difficult task.
